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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to the remarks/arguments filed on October 10, 
2007. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it 
MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Daniel Geselowitz on October 23, 2007. 

Accordingly, claim 8 is cancelled; limitations of claim 8 introduced into 
claim 1 , 2 and 3; and claim 9 is amended. 

In claim 1 , line 5 after "crosslinkable monomer" insert "which is 
"poly(tetramethyleneether) glycol diglycidyl ether". 

In claim 2, line 5 after "crosslinkable monomer" insert "which is 
"poly(tetramethyleneether) glycol diglycidyl ether". 

In claim 3, line 5 after "crosslinkable monomer" insert "which is 
"poly(tetramethyleneether) glycol diglycidyl ether". 
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In claim 9, lines 2-3, replace "wherein the crosslinkable monomer having a 
molecular weight of not less than 280 is poly(tetramethyleneether) glycol 
diglycidyl ether and at least one kind selected from" with "further comprising at 
least one crosslinkable monomer selected from the group consisting of 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. It is noted that that the present claims have been amended to recite a specific 
crosslinkable monomer, which is poly(tetramethyleneether) glycol diglycidyl ether 
(hereafter referred to as PTMG-DEP). The closest prior art, viz., Hoff et al (US 6, 
066, 394), Matsumoto et al (JP 10046099 A) and Komori (JP 2002088343), 
taken individually or in combination, does not disclose or suggest PTMG-DEP as 
a crosslinkable monomer having a molecular weight of not less than 280. Thus 
Hoff et al disclose crosslinkers allyl glycidyl ether and glycidyl methacrylate; 
Matsumoto et al disclose glycidyl (meth)acrylate; and Komori discloses glycidyl 
(meth)acrylate, all of which have a molecular weight of less than 280. 

In view of the above discussion, rejections of record are overcome and the 
claims are passed to issue. 

As of the date of this Notice of Allowability, the Examiner has not located 
or identified any reference that can be used singularly or in combination with 
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another reference including US '394 or JP '099 A or JP '343 A to render the 
present invention anticipated or obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
